It is to 
9pen up new field that the companiea 
are seeking an entrance to Lake pounty. 
"There are now four sites for which^' 
advances have been made to the owners 
by the heads of sugar baet refineries. 
In two cases the deals have been practi- 
cally closed, and an annnouncement of 
the names of the companies and the 
owners of the farms \ure expected in a 
in a few days. They, dre with-held for 
the present, for fear\h^t the deala 
will not go through. \

Thirty Thousand Homeless — Cairo 
Levees Severely Tested — Mall 
Service Is Hatted— Flooded District 
Looted by Unprincipled Vnndala. 
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Memphis, Tonn. — Thirty poraons 
liATo boeii drowned, 30,000 persons 
«r« bomolcss, 2,000 square mllos of 
ccnintry are InuniliUcd niid thoro has 
Ibocn a flnanclnl loss of $10,000,000 as 
ta result of the two weeks' Qood In 
flbo Mississippi valley. 

The flood crest, rapidly going south, 
tU leaving behind it a wake of desola- 
)tIon ivblch will cost planters mlUlonB 
|of dollars and leave thousands home- 
lleaa. For fifty miles below 'lomphla 
,the last owners nnd renters are still 
»dcsspcrately working to hold back the 
tntshlng river, but with scant success. 

From six to ten feet of water floods 
the fertile St. Francis basin, the 
Bourco of one-tenth of the entire aot- 
ton crop of the world. It will bo days 
"before tills water will hnvo run off, 
and dftya before the river will have 
loworoU to a autllclent depth to allow 
the plaRtors to rebuild thoir levees. 

Interruption of the mall service Is 
the latest problem which confronts 
both the residents oC the valley and 
the government olllcials. From the 
Ohio river 1o the Rocky Mountains, as 
showing the greatest scope of this rec- 
ord flood, tho ranll service Is being 
carried on through emergency chan- 
nola, and In many districts no mail 
lias been received since Tuesday last.

Later, Mr. Wilson said, he wrote

Mr. Wilson expressed tho opinion 
that tho department bad not made a 
complete Invcatlgntlon of the Ever- 
glades project on any of the featurea 
covered In tho reports in controversy. 
He dismissed the detnlla of tho riv- 
alry between department experts and 
their complaints that they were being 
robbed of credit for work.

Transcontinental Airman Drops Into 
Ocean at Long Beach, Cal.— -Wat 
the First to Cross tho Country In 
an Aeroplane. 



Los Anseles, Cal. — Tho only man 
who ever Qew across tho American 
continent, Calbralth Perry Rodgers. 
was killed here when his biplane fell 
250 feet Into the breakers at Lons 
Beach. 

Rodgers fell from his Boat In the 
machine and hla body shot downward 
ahead of the -biplane, striking In tho 
Bhallow surf. His neck was broken, 
and he died Instantly. 

With several thousand people 
watching him, ho ascended for an ex- 
hibition night, taking off at the edge 
of the beach. Rising about 150 feet, 
the machine suddenly tilted at a per* 
ilous angle, and the spectators rea- 
lized that something was wrong. 

Rodgers managed to right the aero- 
plane and again began to climb In a 
long spiral. When ho was about 400 
feet In the nir the machine suddenly 
dipped sharply and plunged like n 
plummet earthward. 

An instant after Rodgers struck the 
shallow water tho machlno crashed 
Into tho surf and was reduced to a 
mass of splintered wreckage nnd tan- 
gled wire, so that tho exact cause of 
the accident may never be known, al- 
tliough It Is believed that one of the 
wire guys broke as he was rising In 
the air. 

Thus ended the career of one of the 
most bHlllant, daring and resourceful 
airmen of the age.

Wlckersham Insists That Harveator 

Firm Be Divided Into Six 

Parts. 



Washington. — Attorney General 
Wlckersham has rejected the proposal 
to dissolve tho "han'cster trust" by 
dividing the concern Into two compa 
nles. 

He demands the division of the cor- 
poration Into six parts, each of which 
shall manufacture one of tho patents 
on hnrveBtors controlled by the con- 
cern. Tills "is the first serious compli- 
cation of the negotiations for an ami- 
cable reorjganlzatlon of tho Interna-, 
tional Harvester company so as to 
make it conform to the Supremo 
court's interpretation of tho Sherman 
aritl-truat law. 

It was stated, however, that tho ne- 
gotiations aro not entirely off, but 
that a further attempt wrlll bo made 
by tho rcprosentatiyea of the company 
to reach an agreement with tho depart- 
ment of justice. 



Fear of Violence by Striking Textile 

Workers Causes Sheriff to 

Appeal for Militia. 

Utica, N. Y, — Fearing Tlolence on 
the part of foreigners and others who 
arc out of the textile mllla In the 
New York mills on a strike for In- 
creased pay and other conocasiona. 
Sheriff Becker colled for tho national 
guard to protect life and property, and 
three companies of militia are doing 
patrol duty In the atreots and guard- 
ing the closed suburban mills. 

The sberifr notlQed tho local mllltla 
offlocrs that tho altuatlon was beyond 
hla control, and the Twenty-eighth 
and Forty-fourth companies of UUca 
and tho Thirty-flrst Mohawk separate 
company were at onoe ordered to pro- 
ceed lo the viUa^e. 

Their arrival In tho place was a 
complete surprise to most of tho 3,000 
textile workers nnd their coming wan 
greeted with wrathy muitorlnga. 
Colonel Hitchcock' of Dlnghamton In 
In charge of tho troops. 

Several small riots occurred In vari- 
ous places, but these were quickly 
quelled.

Plans of tho Government 
Congress waa told not long ago that 
the tide of aummer travel actually 
was beginning to turn away from New 
HarapBhIre because the mountains 
were being robbed of their tree glo- 
ries by tho hand of trade, and that the 
mountain streams were losing their 
waters, the rapids wero becoming 
mis and the depths wero becoming 
murmuring shallows. Of course, not 
the entire forested, mountain country 
of New Hampshire can bo preserved 
by tho government of the United 
States. Tho Intention seems to bo to 
tako over 1.000.000 ncrOs and to care 
for the reserve under such regulations 
as beat may be provided for the re- 
foresting of tho waate places and for 
protection of the water aupply. 

It must not bo understood that lum- 
Bering oporntlona will be stopped by 
the fact that Uncle Sam Is to become 
a land owner in tho Appalachian re- 
glon north and south. It does follow 
however, that only such, lumbering 
operations villi be allowed aa will in- 
crease rather than decrease tho sup- 
ply of wood for commercial putposos 
This statement may seem to contain 
contradictory .propositions, but it 
does not The government molntalna 
that when a treo la properly cut tho 
operation makea two trees grow where 
ono grew before. 

Last year forest fl res In the United 
States, destroyed 120.000,000 worth of 
property. Tho govommont now Is co- 
operating with auch states as nak co- 
operation for tho prevention of for- 
est fires. Several statea havo availed 
■themsolvoB of the opportunity to' get 
government aid. The government 
gives Its help^only In sections where 
tho forests guard, the water supply of 
navigable strcama. Under the Consti- 
tution this waa tho only way In which 
the, government could act with the 
Btntos. for Uncle Sam has charge of 
streams whlc.h afe navigable in 
part of tholr course.

Thoro Is poison 
In every bit of It— nower. leaf, and 
seed. Even grass growing beneath It 
1b rendered poisonous by reason of Its 
proximity to tho beautiful, Innocont- 
looklng blossoms overhead. 

Such dainty and lovely blooms as 
tho narcissus, hyacinth, jonquil and 
snowdrop secrete tho most deadly x>o\- 
sons, while tho oxalls, tho monVa- 
hood. and the foxglove conceal nox- 
ious llQuors powerful enough to de- 
stroy life in a short time. 

Tho list might bo further extended 
by the addition of certain of the cro- 
CU30B, tho beautiful lady's-sllpper, tho 
quaint old "Jack-in-the-pulplt." and tho 
prim little buttercup. Tho latter, 
despite Its Innocent appearance. Is 
really ono of the worst of the poison- 
ous blooms. Even tho cow Is aware 
of this and carefully avoids It The 
cousins of the buttercup, the peonies, 
the larkspurs, and tho rest ail contain 
toxic liquids. 

Anotlier source of deadly poison is 
tho oleander tree, while the hark of 
tho superb catalpa tree contains any 
quantity of deadly doses.— Harper's

Noticing this, 
tho conductor Informed them that 
smoking was prohibited.

"That's all right mister; but thorn's 
my orders," Insisted tho knight of tho 
boll rope. 

During tho conversation Justlco 
Fuller had stepped down on tho car 
step and hidden himself behind tho 
mammoth physique of his argumenta- 
tive friend. Ho was enjoying his cigar 
to the fullest extent, 

"Orders aro orders. I know," con- 
tinued Juatico Harlan, determined to 
convince tho conductor by logic of tho 
folly of blind obedience; "but there 
are cases where a law coorclvo at 
ono time may at another be void. Al- 
low mo to clto a certain case in our 
common law atatuto book — " 

"I tako my orders from tho 6upo> 
and I don't caro about no lawl" per- 
sisted the conductor stubbornly.

To nil of which the harassed and 
puzzled conductor tried to turn a deaf 
ear. Ho sought refuge In a superior 
sort of silence, slnco tho Justlco waa 
too largo a man to mak© a personal 
encounter entirely safe. . 

As tho car reached their destlna- 
tlon. Just above V street on FVmr- 
teenth, both men alighted. Chief Jus- 
tice Puller stopped down from tho 
car and gravely offered Justlco Har* 
Ian the stump of his cigar as a light- 
er. It was his third! To his credit 
though, ho did not smllo nor make 
any reference to that fact Nor did 
ho pass any opinion on the case that 
had Just been tried before him. "Which 
goes to show what a truly courteous 
gentleman the late chief Justice of tho 
United States really waa. 
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Educatlonar Testa.

He was foreman of a gang of men 
who were working in the gaa mains In 
Takoma Park this winter. December

and several citizens of Takoma, got 
tho men out of tho trench and revived 
all of them but one. 

Tho man was In such a serious con- 
dition from tho effecU of tho gas that 
he failed to respond to the methods 
used, and Hart adopted

means of bringing him around. Ho 
rolled .the man on the ground, kicked 
tho soles of hl3 feet thumped him 
roughly on the back and chest and 
otherwise mistreated him. It Is said, 
with tho result of restoring conscIoUB- 
ness and saving life. 

Bystanders, Including Dr. Miller, 
who Is a dentist at Takoma Park, ob- 
jected to Hart's manner of resuscitat- 
ing men overcome by gas, and tho 
assault charge was filed. Hart entered 
a plea of not guilty and demanded a 
Jury trial. 

■ After considerablo delay tho case 
was called up, when Hart withdrew 
his plea and demand for a Jjury trial, 
and asked Judge Pugh to dispose of 
tho case at once. Hart explained that 
tho method ho used was one ho had 
used successfully In many other cases, 
and that It has always been successful 
The court hold that If men who help 
resuscitate persons overcome by 
gas or almost drowned are to be pros- 
ecuted for tho necessarily rough treat- 
ment that must bo administered a feel- 
ing of timidity win obtain, which may 
result In tho death of many who oth- 
strenuous erwlso might bo revived.

University of Illinois. 
Tho state of Illinois, according to 
the consuB.of 1910, has 251,872 farms; 
20,262 or 10.4 per cent of these forms 
reported Bheop. During tho past dec- 
ade theix) was an Increase of 810 In 
the number of farms keeping sheep, 
nnd there was an Increase of 32,2CG In 
the number of shoep". These figures 
are sufflclent to Indicate that the In- 
dustry held its own during tho past 
decade. The average size of farms In 
Illinois Is 129.1 ncKJs. nnd the n\-erage 
number of ewes (mind you, I say 
ewes) on farms reporting sheep is 
22,4. Prom these flguroa it would seem 
.hat flocks aro maintained principally 
to keep down weed growth and to uti- 
lize what cannot profitably bo con- 
sumed by other llvo stock; that they 
are kept as a side Issue and not na a 
main feature of the farm operaUona 
and that we have no definite measure 
as to the extent to which they figure 
In farm economy. 

Illinois has never been thickly pop- 
ulated with sheep. Her greatest num- 
ber was reported In the census of 
1870. ThoBO were the days of cheap 
landB and many larger flocks than we 
have at present. The method of hand- 
ling was more like a system of herd- 
ing, and when the range lands of Tex- 
as and the far west opened up tho 
large flocks rapidly dlBapiwared from 
our state. All that was left was the 
llttlo flock hero and there. Communi- 
ties where shoep were maintained on 
most of tho farms were very scarce 
and therefore we really have done lit- 
tle to test the adaptability of Illinois 
for sheep. 

But tlioro ore Inldlcatlons of adapt- 
ability of which wo mar bo reason- 
ably sure and we have them In south- 
ern lllinoiB. For such a long time 
that I cannot tell when tho first time 
was, It has been said thot.rolllng, hilly 
land is best adapted to sheep. All of 
you havo listened to sheep talk and 
have heard how they love the hills 
where tho footing Is dry and tho 
breezes cool and pleasant In tJmt 
part of Uie state lying south of the 
northern boundaries of Clark, Cum- 
berland, Shelby and Bond counties 
there are approximately 14,387 square 
miles, of which 4,025 square miles aro 
hilly, and 1,213 square miles undulat- 
ing timber. Together these areas 
amount to 35.3 per cent of tho whole 
The 14.387 square miles mentioned do 
not Include the river counties, auch 
as Madison. St Clalr. Monroe and 
Randolph, which belong In a group 
estimated to have 48.08 per cent hilly 
and 14.G per cent undulating timber 
land. In all this territory there Is 
land designated as unimproved in the 
census reports. In somo counties this 
amounts to 35 per cent of tho total 
farm area and In a very fow cases leas 
than 10 per cent Here, then. Is an 




expansive area particularly adapted 
to sheep.' It Is so well adapted be- 
cause shoep love the hills and the un- 
dulating timber land, and surely noth- 
ing Is more suitable for gathering 
some returns from tho unimproved 
lands than the class of animals wo 
are discussing. 

It is well to remember that I have 
not said all tho land of southern Illi- 
nois is hilly, undulating timber, and 
unimproved. Do that far from us. On 
the level lands crops aro grown which 
are suitable for feeding and maintain- 
ing sheep. Corn, wheat, red top nnd 
timothy may each occupy a useful 
place In feeding the flock, and no an- 
imal relishes more and thrives better 
than the sheep on cowptja and soy 
bean forage or hay. Slnco these plnnts 
mean much to you In the upbuilding 
of your soli, this latter statement 
should bo aignincant Tho proiKsr use 
of tho feeds at hand will dispel any 
notion that southern Illinois cannot 
produce the right kind of feed for suc- 
cessful flock husbandry. You have 
tho land, you can grow tho crops. If 
you produce the product, havo you a 
markot? St Louis Is within easy 
reach; Chicago Is not far away. Tho 
latter boasts that its capacious maw 
will take In any meat-producing ani- 
mal at some price; the former lacks 
a great deal of being an indlfToront 
market It is true that tho volume of 
sheep buBlneas at St Louis Is small 
compared with Chicago, but that does 
not wbrk against prices paid, but often 
In their favor. For example, the pack- 
ers conduct slaughtering there, and 
when the supply runs so low that they 
aro considerably under their slough- 
terlng capacity they aro obliged to bid 
up to encourage shipments. 

I cannot see anything but encoui^ 
agement for tho flock husbandry 
which considers the production of 
wool nnd lambs. Wo havo attained 
proportions as consumers of mutton. 
Study any of our large markets by 
ten year periods and you will note 
phenomenal growth in the recoipta of 
sheep and lambs. Take Chicago for 
example. Her rocclpta of sheep and 
lambs In 1870 were 350,000; In 1880 
330.000; In 1S90. 2,180.000; In 1900 
3.500.000; In 1910, 5,229,000. Wo ore 
consuming about 17,000,000 sheep and 
lambs annually In this country, or a 
total weight of 630,000,000 pounds 
Approximately 80 per cent of these 
animals are lambs. The bulk of the 
mutton supply comes from the west 
at present but this supply la likely 
to be reduced. because of the restric- 
tion of tho range. If the anpply la 
kept up to the demand of consump- 
tion. It will dovolvo on us to grow 
more sheep, and with producUon ro- 
duccd In tho west we shall bo as- 
sured of more remuneraUvo prices for 
the good product

Ditch Plain Life Saving Station, I* 
I.— Wireless again came to tho 
rescue of a ship In peril at soa, 
when the 30 poasengera of tho coast- 
wise steamer Ontario, plying between 
Baltlmoro and Boston, wore taken off 
the croft after a flro had broken out 
In tho hold. 

The ahlp ran aground off Montauk 
Point and the passengers taken to 
New London by tho tug Tosco, sum- 
moned by wireless. The crew, 41 men, 
stayed with the captain on the boat, 
and after a hard fight succeeded In ex- 
tinguishing tlio blaze. 

The veaael la hord aground with a 
light sea running and only a llUle 
wind, and there la slight danger, ap- 
parently, of her going to pieces. 

Life aavera hovered near tho vessel 
In their boats, ready to take off the 
crew, but Captain Bond, when the Are 
wna under control, said there would bo 
no need for their sendees. 

The Are broke out during the night 
and became bo threatening that Cai>- 
tain Bond ordered the wireless opera- 
tor to aend S. O. S. distress algnala. 
An hour later he turned back upon his 
coursQ and drove the vessel full speed 
ahead for tho reefs off Montauk Point 

The'wirolesa sputtered along tho en- 
tire north Atlantic coast with newa of 
Iho veBael's danger. Ton minutes la- 
tor the men at this station saw tho 
jhip on tho rocks, hurried off with a 
breeches buoy apparatus and later 
Jragged .their surf boat on Its truck 
three miles over the beach to the 
burning steamer. 

The life savers, reinforced by a crew 
from tho Hcther Plain station, two 
tnllea away, tranafcrred the passen- 
g^ora In small boats to a tug and stood 
3ff In readlneas to take the crew 
ashore If need be. The passengers 
wore transferred In the Ontario's life- 
boats. 

Tho revenue cutters Mohawk and 
Seneca picked up tho wireless coll at 
New York and the cutter Acushnet at 
Boston hurried to the scene. They 
were able to give little' assletonce.

Tho steamer Kate Adams was near 
Modoc when the levee broke and res- 
cued those Imperiled. A hundred or 
ndoro panic- stricken negroes. "were ta- 
ken from a government barge, Lateir 
motor launches rescued a number of 
farm hands from the roofa of cabins, 
from trees and peoka of knolls -whlcb 
wore above the water. 

Tho refugees saved none of their bo- 
longlnga. Many of them were almost 
naked when they reached the river 
boata. The boat captains and more 
fortunate sufferers divided clothing 
with tho needy.
